Le colonel John Graves Simcoe fut nommé lieutenant-gouverneur 
de la nouvelle province du Haut-Canada, et il convoqua la premiére assemblée 


legislative a Niagara en 1792. 
Ces colons étaient-ils les Loyalistes? 


Beaucoup en étaient. Dés 1791, d'autres colons s'étaient joints a eux; 
ils €taient venus du Bas-Canada ou appartenaient a la premiere vague 
d'immigrants arrivée de Grande-Bretagne et d'Europe, mouvement qui 
n'a pas cesse depuis lors. En outre, quelques colons hors du groupe des 
Loyalistes sont venus des Etats-Unis, attirés par les bonnes terres et 


d'autres perspectives interessantes. 
Qui etaient les Loyalistes? 


Etait reconnue Loyaliste toute personne qui avait manifesté son allégeance 
au roi d'Angleterre durant la Révolution américaine. Des quelque 7 500 
Loyalistes arrivés en Ontario, la plupart étaient des agriculteurs, marchands, 
artisans, chasseurs, venus avec leurs familles. Ils ont apporté avec eux 


l'experience de la vie de colon et le gofit de la loi et de l'ordre.

Ils formaient un groupe varie, mais ils connaissaient tous la valeur de 
l'effort collectifé.

A propos d'Amerindiens, n'y en avait-il pas en Ontario bien avant 
1784? 


En effet, il y avait ici une population autochtone. Des Eurasiens sont 

arrives en Amérique du Nord il y a plus de 25 000 ans. Des découvertes 

ont revelé leur présence en Ontario il y a plus de 10 000 ans, suite au 

retrait des glaciers qui couvraient presque tout le territoire a une certaine 
epoque. Au 17© siecle, quand les Francais, Champlain et Brdlé parmi 

les premiers, exploraient le territoire, ils trouverent en Ontario une population 
autochtone organisée en société. Les Amérindiens arrivés ici en 1784 

ont quitté leur territoire traditionnel dans l'état de New York, car ils

BICENTENNIAL IN BLOOM 


(The March issue of Update described 
Cobourg's 30-foot floral design using the 
Bicentennial logo.) 


School and community groups, volunteer 
Organizations and many municipalities 
across the province are sponsoring special 
Bicentennial events and festivals. You 
can join the jubilee spirit and beautify 
your community by planting a 
Bicentennial garden. This garden was 
specially designed for home gardeners by 
the Niagara Parks Commission School of 
Horticulture. Complete instructions, 
including recommended plant materials, 
are listed below. 


First sketch your design to scale on graph 
paper. Most plants will do well at a 
spacing of 15 x 15 cm (6 x 6 inches) 
depending on growth habits, so each 
square on the graph will represent one 
plant. The garden will require a minimum 
space of 2 x 2 metres (6 x 6 feet). A bed 
this size would require about 150 plants 
which would cost approximately $30-$40.

PARADE IN SPANISH, ONTARIO 


Even in adversity the Bicentennial spirit 
shines through. Not like the sun, in this 
case, but read on because what follows is 
so cheerful it deserves to be shared by 
celebrants throughout the province. It 
consists of extracts from a story in the 
Espanola and North Monitor about the 
Bicentennial Parade held by the town of 
Spanish, near Sudbury. 


The weather on Sunday, February 12 was 
miserable, to say the least. That fact did 
not dampen the spirits of the participants 
in the Bicentennial Parade. The starting 
point was changed from the Fire Hall to 
the Spanish Public School. This led to 
some measure of confusion which was 
soon overcome. 


"Leading the parade down John Street was 
the fire truck from the Spanish station, 
beacons flashing, with Fire Chief Thurlow 
Mitchell at the wheel. The Fire Chief 
was adorned in his number one uniform.... 
Harvey Hyndman, President of the local 
Lions, drove the club's float. 
Unfortunately, the weather had wrought 
havoc with the lettering on the banner, 
but the truck was still resplendent in 
purple and gold with a lion at ease on the 
cab... 


"On loan from Serpent River was Harry 
Laur's creation, the Storybook Shoe, 
wherein the Old Woman lived. All the 
children were in and around the place, but 
no Old Woman... 


"Almost left out of the parade entirely, 
the float with the Bicentennial birthday 
cake aboard was observed hurtling west 
on Highway 17 to join the tail end of the 
parade at the level crossing.... The 
parade ended at the North Simcoe 
Community Arena. The parade did have 
its moments. The slippery hill on Truck 
Road stalled the parade several times. 
However, everyone made it to the 
destination."

A BACKWARD GLANCE 


In years long gone the Ottawa-Mattawa- 
Nipissing canoe route was known as the 
Champlain Trail, and in time it helped to 
open to settlement that part of the 
province and some of the northern Parry 
Sound region. Trappers and fur traders 
first used it to reach the South River and 
on it penetrated the Ontario wilderness. 
Wilderness it remained until 1864 when 
John Beatty, his wife and family, came by 
canoe up the Ottawa, across Lake 
Nipissing, and settled -- the first to do so 
-- at the mouth of the South River where 
the Village of Nipissing now sits. Mrs. 
Beatty became proficient in the Indian 
tongue and often acted as interpreter 
when Indians sold their furs. She also was 
the link between government and the 
Indians and for her services received 200 
acres of bush land. 


All supplies to the region came from 
Pembroke by canoe over the Champlain 
Trail until 1870 when the Nipissing Road 
was cut from Rosseau, in Muskoka, to 
Lake Nipissing. Road? It was merely a 
rough-cut path, but it brought settlers 
within 113 km (70 mi.) of the outside 
world. Settlers who followed Beatty were 
Tom Thomas in 1868, on whose heels 
came the Floyd, Chapman, Armstrong and 
Rowlanson families. 


Restoule, on the lake of the same name, 
was first homesteaded in 1881 by William 


Campbell, James McVeety, Tom McKee, 
Tom Stevenson, and John Clarke.
